greatly to the advantage of the city 
to get the old company out of the 
way, but the decision of the voters

the purchase of the plant at $200,000 
that this difference had

promised by being split in two.

at once. 
As it is, the people must 


authorize the issue of at least $300,-

plant is completed the city will neces- 
sarily have to fight for the business,

There have been large fortunes made 
by many people in these places by 
hard work and close application to 
business in times gone by, and also 
much capital has been amassed by 
oil and gas strikes up country. These 
men are anxious to invest their cap- 
ital, but do not approve of being 
taxed for the privilege of taking a 
chance 
in 
doing business, and it 


makes the business showing 
over 


the state very irregular, some cities 
being on the top wave of prosperity, 
while other places where something 
could be started that would possibly 
make money are in the doldrums of 
account of the odious tax.

tric railroads and the state railroad 
commission have been having trouble 
over the annual report required by the 
commission. These reports have never 
before been furnished, and the -com- 
mission has demanded facts showing 
the actual construction cost and tangi- 
ble value of all interurban properties 
in the state. Some of the roads have 
never had this information. No ac- 
count was kept of the initial cost, and 
additions have been made as current 
expense.

It will be observed that there is a "ratifying increase of the balance 


in the tuition fund over the balance a year ago, but not sufficient to meet 
current expenses until the advancement on the December taxes. This bal- 
ance, if possible, should be increased sufficiently so as to avoid the necessity 
of making temporary loans to meet current expenses. 
This applies with 


equal- force to the other funds. The claims of the older teachers for an in- 
crease of salaries is also worthy 
of the board's 
consideration. 
These 


teachers are devoting their lives to the education of our children. Should 
they not be paid such salaries as will enable them to lay by a fund against 
sickness, and old age, when their vital forces will have become so impaired 
:hat they will no longer be able to remder efficient service? 


The contingent fund is the sore spot in this financial exhibit. For the 


past two years the board, desiring to keep down the tax rate as much as 
possible, has only levied two mills for this fund, hoping that by 
strict 


economy we could make ends meet. 
But as the deficiency shows we have 


'ailed to do so. The levy of two and 
a half mills for this fund for the en- 


suing year, may, by the exercise oJ^t'Jie strictest economy consistent with 
he welfare of the schools, wipe out this deficiency by the first of next 
September. 
The total levy for all the funds for the ensuing year is eleven 


mills. The maximum the board can levy is twelve mills unless a larger 
levy is authorized by a vote of the electors of the district. It is evident 
therefore, that if th" growth of the city continues as it 
has 
in 
recent 


years, the board wil. have a serious financial problem on i's hands.

Annual Report Estimates Big Increase

982 bales, an increase of 2,164,994 over 
that of 1905-06 and a decrease of 54,- 
903 under that of 1904-05, Compared 
with last year, the excess -was entirely 
in Texas, including Indian Territory, 
and what are termed "other gulf 
states," which together marked in 
round figures 2,774,000 bales more, 
while the group of Atlantic states, em- 
bracing Alabama, 'Georgia, Florida, 
North Carolina, South Carolina, Ken- 
tucky and Virginia, lost 609,000 bales.
